This new piece of equipment 
is used for testing the 
entire automobile ignition system, 
and, though it is no larger than a 
portable TV set, is valued at 
$735.00. Ron Leard, an automo- 
tive technology major at SAC, re- 
marked, “This new Anal-O-Scope 
is much more complicated than the 
one presently used. It’s iike hav- 
ing a 24 channel TV, when before 
all you could get was one station.” 


One feature of the machine is 
that it can be used in conjunction 
with the dynomometer purchased 
by SAC last semester. Used to- 
gether, cars can be tuned-up under 
actual running conditions. Al- 
though many auto parts and tools 
have been donated by other cor- 
porations, this was the first piece 
of “testing equipment” ever do- 
nated to the auto shop. 

According to Mr. George Swee- 
ney, auto shop instructor, Snap- 
on-Tool Corp. gave the Anal-O- 
Scope so that future mechanics 
would be capable of operating this 
advanced technical equipment 
when they enter the working field.

The report 
saw the need for one ‘new cam- 
pus by 1968 and a second by 1974, 
each from 80 to 100 acres in 
size. 

Areas not now in a junior col- 
lege district are paying higher 
taxes and there is no ceiling for 
the future, Dr. Allen pointed out. 
With about one-third the county 
now included in such college dis- 
tricts, the report team recommend- 
ed division of Orange County into 
three enlarged districts, expanding 
from the present Santa Ana, 
Orange Coast and Fullerton Jun- 
ior Colleges. With SAC embracing 
the three central districts, Coast 
would include the coastline and 
Garden Grove, and FJC the nor- 
thern districts. 


Among the several ways to 
form such an enlarged district, the 
most feasible is to~have the two 
non-district areas ask the Board of 
Supervisors to create the new 
area, then the new board would 
call a bonding election to finance 
the new campus. : 

Crowded Classrooms 

Dr. John E. Johnson, SAC Pres- 
ident, warned the committee of 
trustees that SAC could manage 
to crowd students into present 
classrooms for only two to three 
more years, and that if nothing 
is done to relieve the crowded 
‘facilities, .the college would be 
hard-pressed to handle enrollment 
of out-of-district students. He also 
cited that enlargement of the dis- 
trict would retain present accredi- 
tation and continue State finan- 


rowth Spurs Possible Expansion 


cing during the transition period. 
Seven Campuses Seen 
Because of the critical time 
element, plans are being speeded 
to study procedures in the district 


enlargement. The report indicates _ 


that the present total of 6500 
full-time students in the three col- 
leges will soar to 36,000 by 1980, 
calling for seven more campuses. 
There is adequate bonding capaci- 
ty to build the new facilities. 

SAC trustees said they wel- 
comed the move to plan for future 
growth and would cooperate in 
every way with the two adjoining 
districts and county officials. 

In addition to crowded build- 
ings, a major problem on the pre- 
sent campus is current parking 
congestion, with no possibility of 
expansion as enrollment jumps.

s Reflective of the burgeoning populace in Orange 
County is the recent county-wide study made for the 
Orange County Association for School District Organiza- 
tion. ta 2 
The economic consultant team which compiled the 
report and presented it to local school officials outlined a 
program which will call for seven more junior colleges in 
the county by 1980. 

Indications are that this problem of growth is not 
only a local one, but one which is affecting areas through- 
out the state. In his press conference with the college déle- 
gations to the California Newspaper Publisher’s Associa- 
tion convention last week in San Francisco, Governor 


Edmund G. Brown stressed growth as the number one 


problem in the state’s education program. 

Governor Brown estimated that 500,000 persons en- 
ter the state of California each year. This influx of people 
naturally leads to more students which, in turn, places a 
demand on more schools. 

According to the Governor, junior colleges will play a 
very important role in the state’s recent Master Plan for 
Education. “The Plan will give state colleges a place in the 
sun and JC’s will also become more prominent,” stated the 
Governor. ~ 

He even hinted that two year schools may soon take 
the place of the lower division in the state colleges arfd 
universities. This does not necessarily mean that the state 
institutions would drop the.first two years in their pro- 
gram completely, but does imply that the new schools 
would concentrate only on upper division courses; Our own 
Orange County State College is an example of this. 

The philosophy behind this substitution of junior 
colleges for lower division in the state schools is economic. 
It is estimated that if it costs about $400 per year to send 
a student to JC, it will cost $800 to send him to a state 
college and $1600 to finance his way to a state university. 

With the increase of students attending junior col- 
leges, enlarged state aid may soon be in order for the 
two-year schools, according to the Governor. 

Money, of course, is the big problem. Varied legisla- 
tion has been prepared, including an additional six dollar 
incidental student fee to state colleges within the next 
two years. 

Locally, the matter has taken on special interest after 
the report by the committee to the County Association 
for School District Organization. To prospective Santa Ana 
College students, it may mean a change of campus site in 
the next three years. . a it 

The report recommends the enlargement of the three 


_ present districts now in Orange County. The SAC district, 


which. is now comprised of only Santa Ana, would also 
include Orange and Tustin. This area will have a doubled 
junior college enrollment in five years, trebled in ten years 
and will jump six times in 20 years. 

Many details are ‘still to be ironed out, but one may 
be sure that changes must be made because the present 
facilities will not be sufficient to accommodate the tremen- 
dous number of people who are flocking into the county.

In answer to a question posed 
by El Don Assoeiate Editor Bar- 
bara Berman on the socializing of 
narcotics Governor Brown indicat- 
ed that ‘it may be tried someday 
but it was not very likely because 
the real need is for tougher penal- 
ties and isolation of known addicts 
from society. 


15,000 Addicts 


Out of the 16 million inhabi- 
tants of California 15,000 are ad- 
dicted to the use of drugs, said 
Brown. One of the problems is 
that the rehabilitated addict re- 
turns to the same’environment and 
is tempted to return to narcotics, 
which, in most cases, he does stated 
the governor.
